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POLICE PROTECTION 4.01

4.01 PEACE OFFICERS.  Pursuant to 61.31, Wis. Stats., the
Village President and each Trustee shall be officers of the peace,
and may suppress in a summary manner any riotous or disorderly
conduct in the streets or public places of the Village and may
command assistance of all persons under the same penalty for
disobedience provided in 61.28, Wis. Stats.

4.02 PEACE OFFICERS TO INSPECT TAVERNS.   Village peace
officers shall see that each place in the Village licensed to deal
in fermented malt beverages or intoxicating liquor is periodically
visited and inspected and that a record of all violations,
complaints or unfavorable conditions is maintained.

4.3 FIRES AND ASSEMBLAGES.  Peace officers may attend all
fires and tumultuous assemblages to direct traffic, to save and
protect property and to disperse mobs and arrest such persons as
they may find disturbing the peace or aiding or abutting others in
so doing.

4.4 ARRESTS, PERSONS CALLED TO ASSIST.  All persons in the
Village, when called upon by any peace officer, shall promptly aid
and assist such officer in the execution of his duties. Failure or
neglect to give such assistance shall be and constitute a violation
of this section.

4.5 INTERFERING WITH OR RESISTING PEACE OFFICER.  Any person
in the Village who shall willfully resist or in any way interfere
with any peace officer in the discharge of his duty or shall hinder
or prevent him from discharging his duty as such officer or member,
or shall offer or endeavor so to do, and whoever shall, in any
manner, assist any person in custody, shall be subject to the
penalty provided in sec. 4.10 of this chapter.

4.10 PENALTY. Any person who shall violate any provision of
this chapter, or any order, rule or regulation make hereunder,
shall be subject to a penalty as provided in sec. 25.04 of this
code.
